TO THE TOWN OF CORNISH: 


The undersigned, having been appointed by the Selectmen of 
‘Cornish an Agent to defend the suit at law commenced by L. H. 
Smith-against said town, would submit the following report: 

This action was brought to recover damages for injuries re- 
ceived in February, 1863, in consequence of an alledged defect in 
the highway near the Humphrey place (so called) in said Cornish. 
The writ was dated December 24th, 1863, and damages claimed 
to the amount of two thousand five hundred dollars. 

The case was entered at the January Term, 1864. 

At the September Term, 1864, it was expected that a trial 
would be had, and preparations were made accordingly. When 
the case came up for trial, the Court ruled that the Plaintiffs could 
not be allowed to testify; whereupon the Plaintiffs’ counsel took 
exception to the ruling of the Court, and the case was carried to 
the Law Term, The case was argued before the Law Term, held 
at Keene, in December, 1864, and by a decision of that Court the 
former ruling was sustained. At the Trial Term in January, 1865, 
the Plaintiff became non-suit and abandoned their cause, and judg- 
ment was rendered for costs in favor of the town. 
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On account of an error in making up the bill of costs, the ex- 
ecution is not yet received. 

Another action has been commenced against the town for the 
same cause, which will, by an article in the warrant, be brought 
before the town at the next annual meeting.

REPORT 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


Feniow-Citizens : 


In compliance with the laws of the State, as Superintending School’ 
Committee I respectfully submit for your consideration the following brief 
Report of the condition of the Common Schools of Cornish the past year: 


DISTRICT No. I. Prudential Committee, Horaczk G. P. Cross. 
Amount of School money, $126.50. Number of scholars in Summer, 26; in 
Winter, 23. 

The Summer term, of 13 weeks, was taught by Miss Martha J. Farns- 
worth, of Windsor, Vt. The teacher seemed young, and has had but little 
experience in teaching; she failed to bring the school to a proper state of 
discipline ; but her manner of instruction was pleasant and easy, consequent- 
ly some progress was made. 

The Winter term, of 10 weeks, was under the instruction of Miss Emilie 
Leavitt, of Cornish. Miss L. is a teacher of large experience, having taught 
thirty terms before; she is thorough in her instruction and discipline, and 
fully sustains her former well earned reputation. The school was as good as 
any that I have seen during the year, though the scholars were not as far 

-advaneed, the most of them being young. 


DISTRICT No. 2 Prudential Committee, CHartes T. Smrru, 
Amount of School money, $88.88. Number of scholars in Summer, 11; in 
Winter, 18. 

The Summer term, of 10 weeks, was taught by Miss Laura S. Chase, of 
Cornish. The school appeared to be under good instruction at the time of 
commencing. I failed to get notice in season to visit it at the close; but I 
have reason to think that it was one of our best managed schools. 
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The Winter term, of 10 weeks, was under the instruction of KE. H. Perkins, 
of Taftsville, Vt. Mr. P. is a teacher of some experience, and the school 
prospered well under his care. The closing examination was highly satis- 
factory. The scholars seemed tobe under the entire control of the teacher’ 
Fine progress was made in writing. 


DISTRICT No. 3. Prudential Committee, Jamms HILDRETH. 
Amoumt of Schoo] money, $61.96. Number of scholars in Summer, 11; in 
Winter, 25. 

The Summer term, of 12 weeks, was taught by Miss Hattie J. Hildreth, of 
Cornish. This was the teacher’s first term. The school closed without no- 
tice; therefore I cannot speak of the degree of improvement made, though I 
have the impression that the teacher succeeded quite well. 

The Winter term, of 11 weeks, was taught by Miss E}len A. Harlow, of 
Windsor, Vt. Miss H. is an experienced teacher of good literary qualifica- 
tions; her school appeared well at commencement, but she seemed to lack 
the energy and decision so essential to keep a school like this under proper 
discipline, consequently but a small degree of progress was made. 


DISTRICT No. 4. Prudential Committee, Epwin P. BARTLETT. 
Amount of School money, $46.80. Number of scholars in esigamnm ce 10; 
Winter, 17. 

The Summer term, of 12 weeks, was taught by Miss Etta E. White, of 
Cornish. This was one of our most successful schools. The order was good; 
all seemed cheerful and happy, and of course the scholars made very fine 
progress. May we have many such teachers. 

The Winter term, of 10 weeks, was taught. by Miss Alice M. Raymore, of 
Claremont, N. H. When I visited the school, early in the term, I was 
pleased with the appearance. I was unable to visit the school at its close. 


DISTRICT No. 5. Prudential Committee, C. F. Hueains. Amount 
of School money, $61.91. . 

A Fall term, of 10 weeks, and a Winter term of the same length, were 
taught by Miss Laura A. Deming, of Cornish. Miss D. is a careful, thorough 
and energetic teacher, and succeeded well. The order in this school was 
nearly perfect. Number of scholars, each term, 11. 


DISTRICT No. 6 Prudential Ceeclian teats JoHN TT. BREOK. 
Amount of School money, $190.51, 

The Primary School was taught in Summer by Miss Frances M. Hook, of 
Cornish. Length of term, 11 weeks. Number of scholars, 30. This school 
seemed very quiet for one composed of so young children. The exercises at 
the closing examination were quite interesting. Miss H. seems to be pos- 
sessed of a happy faculty of gaining the affection of her scholars, The 
children seemed very much attached to their teacher. 


The principal department was‘ taught, 11 weeks, by Miss S. Ann Bryant, 
of Cornish. Miss B. is an experienced teacher and the scholars made very 
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fair progress under her instruction, though the order was hardly up to the. 
standard. I think perhaps the teacher's attention was somewhat:taken from 
her school by sickness at home, which was unavoidable, of course. 

Number of scholars, 15. 

The primary department was taught in Winter by Miss S. A. Parte who 
succeeded well. Tho closing examination was quite satisfactory for a school 
of this kind. The improvement was good. Length of term ten weeks. 

_ Number of scholars 31. 

The principal. department was taught by Elias 8. Leavitt, of Cornish. 
Length of term ten weeks. Number of scholars, 38. Some of the scholars 
in this School, at my first visit, seemed rather disorderly, but I had the im- 
pression that the error had been corrected. At the closing examination, how- 
ever, I found that 1 was sadly mistaken. Though my last visit was on 
rather an unfavorable day; yet Isaw enough to conyinee me that the school 
had not been productive of much good. Many of the scholars seemed to 
be whispering and laughing at pleasure. Some of the scholars in this school 
seemed to entertain the idea, that they are to discipline the school; but they 
hardly bring. it up to the standard. Mr. L. is a teacher of some experience, 
in whom I have much confidence, and undoubtedly did his best; but. other 
influences thwarted his efforts. He reports 572 instances of tardiness and 334 
of dismissal. The citizens of this district have a great duty to perform. It 
is impossible for a teacher to have a successful term of school, unless the pu- 
pils are in attendance more constant. This should be one of our best schools. 

-Great care should be exercised in selecting teachers, and they should be sus- 
tained and encouraged. It was pleasant to see so many of the citizens at 
the closing examination, both in Summer and Winter. 


DISTRICT No. 7% Amount of School money, $93.73. Prudential 
Committee, Epwix H. Suirg. Number of scholars in Summer, 12; in 
Winter, 28. 

The Summer term, of 10 weeks, was taught by Miss Sarah W. Smith, of 
Cornish. Perhaps it would have been better if the discipline had been a little 
more thorough; but the scholars made very fair progress in their studies. 

The Winter term, of 10 weeks, was taught by your Committee. The. 
attendance was somewhat irregular, on account of sickness, and the school 
broken, on account of the unavoidable absence of the teacher some days; but 
I hope that most of the scholars made fair improvement. 


DISTRICT No. 8. Prudential Committee, E.O0.Gowarp. Amount 
of School money, $99.46. Number of scholars in Summer, 12; in Winter, 
26. 

The Summer term, of 12 weeks, was taught by Mrs, Abbie C. Nevens, of 
Cornish. Mrs. N. is an experienced teacher, and fully sustained her former 
reputation. The closing examination was highly satisfactory and did credit 
to both teacher and scholars. Several of the citizens were present at this 


examination. 
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The Winter term, of 12 weeks, was taught by H. M. Day, of Cornish. 
Mr. D. is a teacher of considerable experience. The several classes made 
fine improvement under his instruction. I founda good class in written 
Arithmetic, and also in Colburn’s Mental. It would have added much to the 
appearance of this school, if the scholars had spoken in a louder tone of voice. 


DISTRICT No. 9. Prudential Committee, J.O. Wyman. Amount 
of School money, $55.78, Number of scholars in Summer, 18; in Winter, 12. 

A Summer term, of 11 weeks, was taught by Miss Hattie Ayers, of Cornish. 
This was the teacher’s first attempt, and the school was small. The scholars 
made very fair progress, and the closing examination was quite satisfactory, 
considering the number and age of the pupils. 

The same teacher was agai employed in Winter, and the school continued 
a second term of 12 weeks, with equal good success. Several of the parents 
were present at the closing examination of the Summer term, and the Pruden- 
tial Committee attended the examination, both Summer and-Winter. 


DISTRICT No. 10. Prudential Committee, Coartes E. JACKSON 
Amount of School money, $82.57. Number of scholars in Summer, 14; in 
Winter, 20. ‘ . 

The Summer term, of 9 weeks, was taught by Miss R. A. Hook, of Cornish. 
This was a very successful school. Miss H. has taught several terms before ; 
she is very thorough and accurate in her instruction, and well calculated to 
govern. The closing examination was well worth hearing and would have 
done credit to older scholars. i 

The Winter term, of 8 weeks, was taught by John N. Brown, of Richford, 
Vt. This teacher’s literary qualifications were excellent, and he succeeded in 
giving good satisfaction to his employers. There seemed to be mutual good 
feeling existing between teacher and pupils, which is very essential. I think 
that a little more spirit and energy, in conducting recitations, would have 
added much to the appearance of this school. I was sorry to see so much 
whispering among the scholars. 


DISTRICT No. 11. Prudential Committee, Gzorce D. KEnyon. 
Amount of School money, $80.82. Number of scholars in Summer, 31; in 
Winter, 43. 

The Summer term, of 10 weeks, was taught by Miss Louise C. Dorr, of 
Windsor, Vt. This is a difficult school to teach, but Miss D. succeeded quite 
well in gaining the good will and respect of her pupils, and in giving good 
satisfaction generally. She is a teacher of some experience; teaches very 
systematically, and was very well adapted to the wants of this school. 

The winter term, of 8 1-2 weeks, was under the instruction of Miss S. J. 
Walker, of Cornish. Miss W. is an experienced teacher. The several classes 
made good progress under her instruction. This is the largest school in town 
and one of the most difficult to teach, but the teacher is very energetic and 
succeeded well. . The school is noted for a noisy room, many of the scholars be- 
ing very uneasy and restless. I noticed a marked improvement in this respect, 
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at the time of my last visit, especially among the older scholars. It mustbea 
hard task for a female teacher to manage this school in winter. _ The discipline 
should be a little more thorough with a certain class of the scholars. 


DISTRICT No. 12. Prudential Committee, Amos B. Wriaar. 
Amount of school money. $24,31. 

A Summer term, of 12 weeks, was taught by Miss Lucy ©. Comings, of Cor- 
nish. This was her first term; yet she gave evidence of her ability to teach, 
and the discipline of her school was such as some older teachers might well be 
proud of. Her literary qualifications were not as good as some; but it is not 
_ always those whose literary qualifications are the best, that teach the best 
school. No school in winter. 


DISTRICT No. 13. . Prudential Committee, Jonn FELLOWS. 
Amount of school money, $65,92. Number of scholars in Summer, 12; in 
Winter, 16. 

A Summer term, of 10 weeks, and a Winter term, 9 weeks, were taught by 
Miss Jane L. Johnson, of Cornish. The first term was somewhat iuterrnpted 
by the sickness of the teacher. I thought the teacher seemed to lack that 
easy manner of imparting instruction, which is so desirable; still she seemed to 
have the confidence of her scholars, and some improvement was made. The 
Winter term was a decided improvement. © All seemed to work together har- 
moniously. <A very good degree of improvement was made. The classes in 
Geography did remarkably well, at the closing examination. 


DISTRICT No. 14. Prudential Committee, Wittiam W. Poo.e. 
Amount of school money, $29,21. Number of scholars in summer, 11; in 
winter, 10. ' 

The Summer term, of 6 weeks, was taught by Miss Carrie L. Fletcher, of 
Cornish. This was her first attempt at teaching, but her scholars made good 
improvement considering the length of the term. I think Miss F. bids fair to 
become one of our most successfu! teachers. 

The Winter term, of the same length, was taught by Miss Ella L. Deming, 
of Cornish. Miss D. had never taught before; her scheol was small, average 
attendance only 7. I think however that the term was a profitable one for the 
scholars. When I visited the school the last time it was nearly the roughest 
day of the winter; only 5 scholars were present. They gave evidence of 
thorough instruction. The terms in this District were both so short that the 
scholars could advance only a short distance in their books; but I think they 
learned thoroughly what they passed over. 

DISTRICT No. 15. Amount of school money, $14.56. No school 
during the year. 

DISTRICT No. 16. Prudential Committee, E. 8. Leavirr. Amount 
of school money, $55.66. Number of scholars in Summer, 18; in Winter, 29. 

The Summer term, of 12 weeks, was under the instruction of Miss Edna M. 
Hall, of Croydon, N. H. This was her first experience in teaching. Her 
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manner, in the school-room, is pleasant and easy. I think that she taught the 
school with a fair degree of success. Perhaps rather more firmness and de- 
cision in managing this school is desirable. I think she might have succeeded 
better with a different school. 

The Winter term, of 10 weeks, was taught by Henry W. Brown, of Croy- 
don. The task of a teacher was new to Mr. B., and he was evidently young. 
I was fearful in regard to his ability to manage the school, at the time of my 
first visit; but he succeeded beyond my expectations. The closing examina- 
tion was creditable to both teacher and scholars. I think, with experience, 
Mr. B. will make a very successful teacher. 


In District No. 2, the Winter term was lengthened two weeks by subscrip- 
tion. In No. 11, the teacher has been employed to teach a Private School of 
four or five weeks. 


In addition to this brief account of the condition of the several Schools 
during the year, permit me to make a few remarks and suggestions of general 
application; 


Whole amount of school money, $1189.88; $11.30 of which goes to dis- 
tricts in other towns.’ Whole number of different scholars, 4 years of age and 
upwards, attending school not Jess than two weeks, 409. Males, 230; 
females, 179. Over 16 years of age, 49. | 

Twenty-seven different teachers have been employed: six were males, and 
twenty-one females. Hight had never taught before. Nineteen were resi- 
dents of this town. The teachers have succeeded well, with few exceptions. 
No teacher or scholar has been required to leave school before the close of the 
term. The teachers’ literary qualifications have been good, with hardly an 
exception; but I find that some are not nearly as well qualified to govern as 
to teach, I have been surprised to see so much whispering in many of our 
schools. It ought never to be allowed. All must admit that where it is 
tolerated the usefulness of the school is very much diminished. A former 
Committee reports that he saw only three scholars whisper during the year; 
therefore I fear that the evil is on the increase. I hope that teachers will 
look to it better in future. 


Some of our School-Houses are very comfortable and convenient, while 
others are entirely unfit for the use that is made of them. In No. 1, the 
house is cold and uncomfortable, and entirely unsuited for the wants of the 
scholars, I think it would be good economy for the District to supply its place 
with a new one. In No. 3, the house is hardly worthy of notice, unless it be 
in respect for the aged, and for the service it has done in time gone by. In 
Nos. 6 and 11, there should be some arrangement for seating the classes 
during recitation. thes | ss 

Text Booxs.—I have made an effort, and been to considerable trouble, to 
complete the introduction of the list of books adopted at our last annual 
meeting. I have succeeded in introducing the Arithmetic, excepting the 
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Primary, which I thought best to let remain as it is, until new classes com- 
mence it, when a change can be made gradually. The Grammar I have put 
into all of the schools except two; in those, they refused to change. There 
are two schools in which the Fifth Reader is used. I think the Fourth would 
be more appropriate, as there are but few scholars in town who can read all 
of the exercises in that correctly. I think that History ought not to be used 
in any of our schools as a Reading Book. I consider it of great importance 
that we have a uniformity of text books. 


It should be the aim of all parents to have their children punctual and 
regular in their attendance at school. Our Registers tell a sad story in that 
respect. I find that in many of our Districts a goodly number of citizens have 
manifested an interest in their school, by visits to the school-room. These 
are generally made at the closing examination. It would have a tendency to 
increase the usefulness of our schools, if frequent visits were made during 
the term. 

Let us all unite our efforts to make our Common Schools, on which rests 
the foundation of our institutions of liberty and self-government, what they 
should be.
